The rule against the use of the vo¬ 
cal organs, that obtains almost uni- 
versallya is certainly inhuman. It is a 
denial of the rights of man's nature. 
.^s a result of this ricious rule, I un¬ 
derstand. the prisoners have the habit 
of conversing furtively, in whispers, 
out of the side of the mouth, so that 
a prison inmate can generally be 
picked out by the peculiar twist or 
distortion of the corners of the 
mouth.

The *'Itfr at the 
dam varies from two to ten feet; that 
is. the water must be raised to that 
height in (he lock chambers ,0 equal 
the river level above the dam. In lieu 
of opening the lock gates by the old 
method of hand-operated chains wonnd 
on drums, the new steel gates work 
by compressed air.—Harry M. Phelps

That the Pullman company rralized 
it* liability is evidenced by the fact 
that it offered the woman $*.500 to 
settle the case, which offer, upon the 
advice of her attornev. wat rejected 
and a ault was instituted sgainit the 
Pullman company for $25,000 dam¬ 
age*. 

Now comes Into play the machin¬ 
ery of the fedrral court* (remember, 
they elect no judges in Arizona Ter¬ 
ritory, all are presidential appointees 
with corporation affiliations, and as 
far removed from the people as 
though they lived in Mars). 

The Pullman company, together 
with the Santa Fc railroad, turned Its 
legal batteriea upon the supreme court

At a nod from two strangers who 
were standing in the' doorway, the 
prisoner accompanied them hurriesUy 
out of the building and to a waiting 
angbie and cabooic two blocks dia- 
tant, to be hurriedly whisked srway 
from tb* territory, and the dead was 
accomplished. 

Not a juror waa empanelled, not a 
witness examined, nothing was don* 
thst suggested a trial hut th* •-cI;o>i*T 
was discharged and hcncefoitn the le¬ 
gal path would be clear for the law¬ 
yers nf the Pullman corporation to 
bully and bulldoze a poor woman out 
of a just claim. 

Thu* doe* the grisly old system of 
capitalism take its toil—soiling alike 
the honor of a woman or the ermine 
of a judge—robbing manhood of hon¬ 
or—coining blood into'dollars that its 
ever-incressiug appetite may be sa¬ 
tiated. 

If any reader doubts the antheoti- 
city of this case he baa but to exam¬ 
ine the court records of Mohave 
county. Aritona, for the year 1907 
(provided they have not beyi mutilat¬ 
ed or destroyed). 

Was nothing ever done about the 
niatter? Oh. yes' Sci-eral things 
have been done, beside the woman 
though not in just the same sense of 
the word.

Weighing Methods Changed. 

It w*iil be noted under \he reports 
of garbage collection that there is a 
decrease in the. tonnage, although an 
increase is shown in the number of 
loads. This is due almost entirely to 
the fact that a new method for weigh¬ 
ing garbage has been employed since 
th« installation of the new plant Dur¬ 
ing the preceding four yean eatimatea 
were made of the tognage. baeed upoa 
the actual weights of three sample 
loads per day. Thia was the best 
mc:hod available under the circum¬ 
stances, as w*e had no facilities for 
weighing alt of the garbage received 
In fact* it wac mtnfh more accurate 
plan than that employed in most 
cities. 

With the ereoiion of the new refuse 
incineration pLint, however, a wagon 
sc.ilr wa^ built, and since that time 
we have been weighing ocry load of 
garbage and other refuse received 
Ttic rrHults cle.arly indicate that in 
the past our method of weighing has 
been faa we knew it was) faulty. It 
has ahown, however, that the De¬ 
partment has been over-weighing. 
This has been un.ivoidnble and unin- 
leiitional. It is .1 m.ntter of satisfac¬ 
tion that the city ta now receiving its 
tonnage and figuring its cost per ton
